EoiTOK Pkess: Allow me space 
in your valuable paper tu write a 
abort letter in reganl to my home 
in the far otf West. 

We are now living in the sunny 
land of Kansas. We are all well 
pleased with the country, and also 
the people in it. There are quite 
a number of foreigners here, such 
as the (terman Dutch, etc. 

Kansas has the tinest wheat crop 
it ever raiaed, in apite of the hut 
winds and dniutb that you people 
heard abuut. 

The dry weather damaged the 
corn crop considerably; hut there 
will be rjuite a lot of corn that 
will do to husk. /Fho corn has had 
a tussle tu make anything. The 
first thing we had was a showor of 
grasshoppers, then the druutli 
came on, but atnoe we are having 
rain the crops are looking pretty 
well. There will \)9 a world of 
fodder if there ien't much corn 
made. 

Since t have been writing my 
grandfather, Mr. J. B. Morae, has 
brought in an arrofuH of roaating 
ears from our field. 

We live .twOfcmilee north of Phil 
lTl>aburf. Ii;ia afpretty little oity 
of fift een hundred inhabitants, 
with a fine oourtihouse, four chur- 
ches, ten dry goode atores, four 
hardware stores, an opera huuse, a 
tine school liouse, and also the 
railroad roundhouae is looatec 
here. | 

Well, I will bring my letter to a 
close for this writing. Say, Mr 
Editor, what would you think if 
were to tell you how patriotic the 
Kansas graaahopper ia? He wears 
the red, white and blue stripes on 
his bMk. I think that ia patriotic 
when as small a creatiire as he ia 
can go ao far as that. But I will 
now oloM.

The Presi- 
dent setting forth a certain day in 
his proclamation, and by the ftr> 
ing of a cannon at a certain hour 
the opening was declared and the 
thousands of home seekers who, 
having gathered on the borders, 
would iimkc the '■uii for tlio lands. 
Besides being dangerous this me- 
thod hae never been SMtiafaotory. 
Oftei! two or more Boomers would 
drive their stakes on the same 
quarter section, each claiming, 
perliaps honestly, too, tluit lie was 
the tirst man on the land. -Many 
contests hare grown 'out of tliese 
early openings, and the oourte Iw- 
ing blow to decide some cases are 
pending yet with two or mure oc- 
cupanta on the eame farm, each 
claiming to Ikj tlie rightful owner. 
So when Congress, late in ita lust 
session, passed the bill to open 
these last lands, the power was 
given the president tu forinuhite a 
plan. It was decided to do awtiy 
with the "run" and to draw for the 
homes. Any one wishing to enter 
the grand luttery tu go tu one uf 
the land offioea, [either at El Reno 
or Lawtcjii and register, taking an 
oath that he ur she was of certain 
age, did not own more than li>() 
acres of land, etc. Each person 
who registered was given a certiti- 
cate allowing him to go upon the 
land and acquaint himself with 
the land, so as to enable him to in- 
telligently select a claim in case 
he waa aueee a afnl in the drawing. 
In the four reservations there were 
besides tha Indian allotments the 
reserved paature landa and the re- 
served school lands, 13,47.'i iiuartcr 
sections. There were registered 
157,000 applicants for these claims 
The registering closed >TuIy 2i'>. 
and the drawing began July "Jit at 
El Reno. The li)7,UU0 names were 
placed in one wheel, and the num- 
bers representing the l.'{,4-'<^ <iiuir 
ter seotiona of laud in another 
wheel. The dni name drawn from 
the wheel waa numbered No. 1 and 
then a number was drawn from 
the wheel containing the land 
numbere. The person drawing 
No. 1 was given choice of all the 
lands, the person drawing No. 2 
was given the aeeond ehoiee, and 
BO on till the I.'i,-17.'i tracts of land 
were gone. The persons drawing 
the firat 126 numbere were allowed 
to file on Aug. 6; tboee drawing 
the second 1S5 numbere on Aug. 
7, etc. 

The roada leading to the land 

offices for days before the drawing 
took place were full of wagons. It 
would remind one of the train of 
wagons that sped across the west- 
ern prairiee during the gold ex- 
citement in Oalifomia in '49; there 
were wagons from Colorado, the 
Dakotas, Kansas, Iowa, Minnesota 
and in fact from everywhere, be- 

eldaa thoae who 'came on the train 

from every State in the ITnion. 

Tezee, Kanaaa, Oklahoma, and 
the Indim Territory fnmiehed 
meet of the crowd. 
All aorta of storiee were pub- 



MkIiimI royanliiig the character of 
thu home seekers. 8ome that the 
thievee predominated everywhere 

and that provisions could not be 
had at any price— all of which was 
uulrne. In fact I never saw aa or- 
derly a nuiltitude in my life. Of 
the thuusands around |the land of- 
fices I never saw a drunk man, a 
fight, nor even a man (out of hn- 
iinr ".lop, liere is your nncle." 
aetimed tu be the Jonly aaying that 
beonme monotonone. I waa told 
this expression found ita origin 
dnring the civil war. 

There are aome fine landa in 
these reservations. The dirt is of 
a sandy fuundation, mostly what 
ia called the black sandy loam, 
which is very productive and easi- 
ly riiltivafcd. Naturally it is a tine 
watered country. Creeks that run 
all the time, springe, lakee, etc. 

Afcsi|iiil(' gra.sH covers the roiitilry 
whicii makes tine pastures. One 
could Boaroely imagine that the 
country is not improved at all. 
You scarcely see a foot of broken 
land or a sign of a settlement in all 
this scope of country. 'Tie just 
aa nature left it, except it is used 
as pasture. We would travel all 
day and never eee a house or crops 
of unv kind. 

Tlie Cuinanche tribe of Indians 
ia anppoaed to be the moet nnciv- 
ilizoii of all the tribes. There is 
no place where n person can get a 
better insight into Indian life than 
around Fort Sill. These Indians 
still wear their blankets and cos- 
tumes, and live in the teepees as 
they did when history waa written I 
There is no sign of progress; the| 
squaw still carries the wood and 
builds the fire; nature cleared the 
ground The sun does not get too 
\nA. toi the squaw's bare he*d. 

These Indians are not at all 
pleased with the deal by whicli 
they are l<«ing their land. It can 
easily be seen that they would re- 
sist the white man taking poeaes- 
sion if they wore strong enough. 

I'ardon ine, Mr. Editor. I did 
not mean to make thia letter so 
long. One could write a week of 
the scenes anjund Fort Sill— the 
government post, the soldiers, the 
uld barracks with the port holes 
through wliicli the soldiers used 
tu shuut the Indians during their 
raids upon the Fort. 

The drawing is over. I was one 
uf the unlucky unos. still I think 
the plan of opening the country 
the best ever adopted and perfect- 
ly fair in every respect.

I'he State of Ohio, tiirough the 
I'lire I'ood Commission, prosecuted 
White, The rase was on trial for 
nearly a month and attracted nation* 
al attention. 

The manufaeturers of Ariosa eoffea 
conducted the defense for (irocer 
White. The best attorneys In the 
coimtry wcra retained to defend him 
but, after a ahort consultation, a ver- 
dict of guilty was returned by iha 
jury. The State of Ohio conslderr 
this a iiig victory. Pure Food Com- 
missioner Blackburn has been wtig- 
Ing n warfare on spurious food arti- 
cles and the department has been 
Ncrv siici cs,fu|. 

The complaint of tlie State of Ohio 
was that \riosa eollcc w is .-oated 
Willi H sniislance which concealed de- 
fects in tl olTce and iiun:" it ap- 
pear betiei- than it is. The Slato 
charged that this conliii!,' or i.'la/ing 
was a favorable iiieiliiini for the 
Jiropaijation of liac'eria. 

Prof. (i. .\ Kir. hniaier. of 'his eity, 
n well-kniiu 11 , ||i iiiist, was the prin- 
cipal witness fur tlic .State. He had 
made scientilic exa iiiinn t ;on s of sain- 
jiles of .\riosa puridiased in the open 
market from (irocer White. He 
fonnil that each .\riosa berry con- 
tained an average of Hoo bacteria. 
Mr. Kirehmaier further test itied that 
other I'ofTi es he examined conMim-d 
few bacteria or none at all. He de- 
clared that the glazed coffee was not 
a wholesome food product. 

Chemist Schmidt, of Cincinnati, 
cnrroljorated the testimony of Prof. 
Kirehmaier. The State did not pre- 
sent further testimonv. 

The defense, Ihrongh the Ar- 
btieklrs, who prepare this gla/ed cof- 
fee, secured some of the most emi- 
nent chemists and scientists in the 
I'niied States to give testimony in 
their behalf. I'rof. H. W. Wiley, of 
the Inited States Agricultural De- 
])artment; i'rof. Vaughn, of .\nn Kr- 
bor I'liiversity ; I'rof-i. Bleile and 
Wi iibiT. of the Ohio St.ite i'niviT.sity, 
were called to defend .Ariosa. Dr. 
Wiley had made a careful examina- 
tion of the method of manufacturing 
Arii>sa. lie Sold of the l'.),(>oi),i)IIO 
eg;.'s u~i-d liy the .\rliiirkles yearly 
in the pn parat iiui of this gla/ing. 
On tins poiiii in ito-s examiiKilioii. 
the Slate'- attiirueys deftly drew 
froiii him ihe ii, fi ir j.i.ii ion that tlii--e 
eggs niiijlit be kept in cold storage 
by the .\ I liin klcs for a >e.u- or two 
at a time. 

The experts \\ ho heard Dr. Wiley'a 
testimony were ple.isel to be aide 
to ". .iieli" so famous a cliemi.st. The 
(111, till 111 one point in his testimony 
explained Nery il.»irly how if is that 
the egg jiiit into the coiTce pot by 
the housewife settles the eolTee. iln 
said that the heat coaguhites the 
egg, and as it sinks to tho bottom of 
the pot it carries the fine particles 
of the coffee with it, and thus clari- 
ties the drink. 'It is the act of 
coagul&tion in the coffee pot that 
does the work. Later on In his cross 
examination, he had to admit that 
when the egg was put on Ariosa cof- 
fee at the factory, it became coagu- 
lated, and as egg cannot be coagu- 
lated but once, that the coating on 
coilee was of practically no value aa 
a "settler" when it reached the cof- 
fee pot. 

Prof. Wiley acknowledged that the 
gla/ing miyht be a favorable medium 
for the propagation of bacteria, al- 
thoneli he would not testify positive- 
Iv either way bacause he was not • 

biiitcrioloi;ist. 

I'rof. N aiiu'hn. of Ann Arbor ( ni- 
vcisity. also a witne>8 for the .Vr- 

bik'kics. said ha fonnd bacteria on 

Ariosa cotVce. 

I'rof. I'.lcile. another witne% for 
the defeii-e, found any number .if 
lively bacteria on the .\riosa cort'en 
he examiiicil, and he a>>reed that 
gla/ed cofTee surely was a more 
favorable medium for the propaga- 
tion of bacteria than unglaiad cof- 
fee. 

The verdict of the jury In this casa 
Is of national importance bacause a 
great many other states have Pure 
Food Lawa lika that of Ohio, and it 
ia natural to aupposa that similar ac- 
tion will ba taken by other Pura 
Food Commiaaionara to prevent tha 
sale of glaied eoffeei. 

Pure Food Commissioner Black* 
burn says: "The State is very much 
elated over its victory sgalnst tills 
big corporation. We are now con- 
sidering the advisability of inform- 
iii;r every grocer in the State of Ohio 
that it is an infraction of the laws to 
sell .\riosa. and at the same tiiiio 
give warning to consiiineru that the 
eoffea la an adulterated food article."

W 1- t an eonie nearer now to sup- 
jiorting ourselves than any nation on 
earth. Any combination of countries 
tgalnst us, to embarrass us in any 
way, would soon discover that they 
were getting the worst of it. 

"The object of all of the work of 
the department of agriculture ia to 
enable the United Stktea to produce, 
as near as possible, ererythlng which 
our people require, under the Amer- 
ican flag. It will only be k reason- 
able number of years when we will 
produce our own woolen and cotton 
clothing, our shoes, socks, shirts and 
evtrything of that character. It will 
be very soon when we will be able to 
produce all of our own food, our tea, 
coffee, sugar, lulibcr, spices, bread, 
butter, cheese, nuts, raisin-, oranjres, 
npple.-, iie:iilies, cherries. plnius, 
olives; in f,i< t every t li inui- that neces- 
sity or liiMiiv requires or sii;,'i,'e - 1 s. 
All of these tilings, and many more 
too iiniiieroiis to mention, will be 
produced in the I'nited Statea or ia 
our island possessions."

Secretary Wilson then reverted to 
the work of his departnicut in the 
scientific branches which include the 
weather bureau, the division of ata- 
tistics, aection of foreign markets, bu; 
reau of animal industry, division of 
chemistry, office of experiment sta- 
tions, biological survey, divisions of 
entomology, forestry, hQtany, agros- 
tology, pomology, aoils, seeds, gardens 
and grounds, and pubUo roads. There 
is a veritable department of life-time 
study in each of these itivisions. The 
men of science worldnj; under the di* 
rection of Ihe secretary moke investi- 
gations into the diseases of live stock, 
and iirnki' investigations and expcri- 

nii'iits for the ]ireventioa ev astlrpe* 

tion of those diseases. 

They make special studies of the 
best means of extending our agricul- 
tural export trade, by cooperating 
with consuls of this country in for- 
eign ports, 'i'hey St inly soils, fertiliz- 
ers, adulterations of foods, their pre* 
venliou and detection. They collect 
and disseminate information by pub- 
li»liing accounts of agricultural in- 
vcstigations at home and abroad, 
'i'bey are doing invaluable work in 
studying soils in their relation to 
crops, the niuppiiig of soils, the in* 
vestigation and mapping of alkali 
lands; also the investigationaandpnb* 
lioationa concerning the growth, our* 
ing and fermentation of tobacco. The 
seed division alone, which ia partlou* 
larly of interaat to individual farm* 
ers, perf orma aa amount of worS the 
publication of «4U«h. ia detail. wouU 
fill a volume.
